WHEN YOU WRITE, A MOVIE 
oe .” PLAY. et 

_ Thoré is room for the new writer 
in. the " cinemo-scenario ‘ sphere. 
Many of “to-day's: most famous 
Writers ore writing for. the screen, 
but most of them cannot discard 
altogether tha technique of the 
writing craft in which they wore 
trained and in which they made 
their nomes. The fault with the 
fomous author is that invariably he 
ag his = gtock = situations “and 
characters, which in his stories or 
booka he is accustomed to dress in 
new form: and ‘put over’ by the 
magic of his words and the deftness 
of his technique. But, stripped 
bare for the film, cut to the skeleton 
situation’ and 
character play, the ordinariness of 
tho atary becomes apparent even to 
the * most paeeplnebemed cinema- 
joer.” That is why 80 many famous 
woks are failures when seréened, 
and why great ‘film concerns have 
to omploy scenario writer ‘to back 
to picces a well-known suthor’s 
work and rearrange it so that the 
latter. scarcely recognises it when 
filmed. | This invariably ~ makes 
authors indignant; buat ifthe atory 
were left in its original form the 
public would be indignant ;'s0 it has 
to be done. : 

POINTS ‘TO BE AVOIDED, 

New writers, on the other hand, 
have a fresh slant. on life and on 
the handling of the material life 
fives them. And they will often 
ht-on a new plot or a novel angle 
of an age-old situation, and o great 
filma play) will result. A: long and 
rigid list might be made of the 
situations which even eminent 
writers employ with grest effect , 
but which ‘ure quite impossible ina 
film play. The long arm of coin- 
cidence, for instance...

On the 
whole, the everyday human story, 
which, though it might not happen 
to ourselves, might welt happen to 
people we know, with incidents

wire, there can be nothing to pre- 
vent ity being done equally well by- 
Means of the Hertzian-waves, It 
would thus appear to ba no vain 
dream that in the neas future overy 
telophone-subscriber will be able to: 
seo in his own home, wheneyer the 
mood prompts him, a picture show 
simultaneourly with the audience in 
a theatre hundreds; possibly, even, 
thousands, of miles distant, . 
The inventor of tho . coherer, 
while professing to recognise fully 
the unique value of the: kinema: as 
an. educational agent, rather sur- 
prised his interlocutor by confessing
